Today, Oct. 8, is National Firefighters Day, a 
special day set aside during Fire Prevention Week 
to honor the heroic service of our nation’s fire¬ 
fighters. 

State Fire Marshal James McMullen has an¬ 
nounced a statewide program to make Firefighters 
Day a special event throughout California. 

“We believe California’s firefighters are the 
best in the world, and we wanted to find a way 
for citizens to do something which would benefit 
the gallant men and women of the fire service, 
and themselves, at the same time,” said McMullen. 

One of the greatest risks to firefighters occurs 
in search and rescue operations in a burning build¬ 
ing. “If we can get people out of the building 
safely before the fire department arrives, we’ve 
effectively reduced the risk to the firefighters. The 
key to that occurring is early warning, and that 
comes from smoke detectors.” 

McMullen emphasized, “We know smoke de¬ 
tectors have saved thousands ol lives, but we also 


know many tragic deaths have occurred because 
smoke detectors did not operate due to lack of pro¬ 
per maintenance.” 

To help citizens insure their own safety — and 
to help reduce the risks to firefighters — we are 
asking all Californians to “Do something special 
for firefighters on National Firefighters Day by 
cleaning and testing your smoke detectors and 
giving battery-operated models renewed life with a 
fresh battery.” 

Sierra Madre Fire Department’s Chief Ed Tracy 
commented, “The early warning provided by smoke 
detectors is absolutely essential to the life safety 
of those in your home; and it also increases our 
chances of getting to the fire at its earliest stage, 
thereby minimizing the amount of damage.”

Three stores closed 
following aftershocks 


The three Sierra Madre downtown .structures 
that have been closed until a structural engineer 
can check them for safety are Crystal Farms Mar¬ 
ket, Paper Palace and Sullivan-Goss Gallery. 

How long will those structures be closed for 
business? A building inspector’s office representative 
said, “Until a structural engineer gives the OK.” 

Steve Pock, building inspector, has a “tre¬ 
mendous fear of aftershock or earthquake damage 
to public buildings and wants to make sure the 
public is safe,” the spokesperson stated. 

“In a continuing effort to keep Sierra Madreans 
safe,” the building department has closed these 
stores, according to Fire Marshal Bill Kramer. 

The parapets in Crystal Farms and the Paper 
Palace were the problems and the parapet in The 
Cottage is also in question. Parapets are the barrier 
at the edge of the roof. On Tuesday, The Cottage 
had not yet been closed. 

Cause for closure at Sullivan-Goss Gallery was 
the ceramic brick facade and on Tuesday after¬ 
noon, workers from Griffin and Sons were con¬ 
structing a wooden barricade totally around that 
building into the street around four parking places 
for the public’s safety. 

Arnold’s Hardware and Dickinson and Hester 
Law office lost windows. Both Crystal Farms and 
Howie’s Ranch Market, as well as Happy’s Wines, 
Bottle Shop and Highlander, lost a great deal of 
merchandise. Most of the gift shops fared quite 
well and owners said that breakage was minimal. 


All schools in Sierra Madre came through well, 
according to Fire Marshal Kramer, and city facilities 
fared well. The Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Fa¬ 
cility and doctors’ and dentists’ offices were all 
“fine,” Kramer said. 

“I personally feel that building owners are a bit 
reticent to call the city concerning their buildings 
in fear of closure,” Kramer told The News. 
“However, after this crisis, we are inspecting all 
these buildings on our own.” 

Kramer said everyone “sailed through” the 
earthquake (of 6.1 on the Richter Scale), but the 
aftershock had already weakened some of the build¬ 
ings which were heavily hit by the 5.5 aftershock. 

“There is good news though,” Kramer said. 
“There were no medical transports, no injuries in 
this city as a result. A lot of people are suffering 
post-quake depression and help is available at 
Methodist Hospital, St. Luke and at Huntington, 
as well as through the Red Cross. If 1 can compare 
our city with Whittier, Pasadena and San Gabriel, 
we should feel very, very fortunate. No one has 
been displaced, nobody hurt, no heart attacks. We 
have a big population of elderly people and it 
could have been difficult. The phone company did 
a marvelous job restoring service. There are still 
areas of Pasadena and other communities that have 
no power, no phone service. The (Santa Anita) 
Mall has been closed some of the time. We are 
very lucky.”

Sales rise in August 


Sales of existing single - 
family hotnes in California 
rose 2.2 percent in .August, 
teversing this summer’s 
temporary trend toward 
a slower real estate mar¬ 
ket, according to the 
California Association 
of RHALTORS (C.A.R.). 

Statewide, 489,478 
single - family homes 
closed escrow in August 
on a seasonally adjusted, 
annualized basis — up 
from 478,959 homes sold 
in .Inly. August sales were 
down 2.2 percent from 
the 500,489 homes sold 
during the same month 
in 1986, ending a two - 
year string of year - over - 
year gains. 

“Sales activity and 
buyer interest continued 
to be strong, with well - 
priced property being 
quickly absorbed and 
multiple offers in eom- 
mon in many areas of the 
state,” said C.A.R. Pres¬ 
ident Jack Paulson. 

The pick - up in the 
pace of marked activity 
contributed to a 1.6 per¬ 


cent jump from July m 
the monihiv median sales 
piicc paid for California 
homes. I he median price 
hit a record-high $143,- 
876 in August, a 6.1 per¬ 
cent increase over the 
$135,591 median price of 
a yeai iigo. 

“A temporary lull in 
interest rates during June 
and July and continuing 
inventoiy shortages in the 
metropolitan aieas of the 
slate throughout the 
summer helped push 
prices higher in August.” 
said Joel Singei, chief 
economist and vice 
president of Planning, 
Research and Economics 
for C.A.R. “While 
August activity was con¬ 
sistent with what we’ve 
seen all summer, the 
early September increase 
in interest rales makes it 
clear that the resale 
housing market will slow 
in the coming months.” 

Prior to September’s 
rate spike, fixed mort¬ 
gage rates declined slight¬ 
ly from 10.33 percent in 


July to 10.31 percent in 
earlv August, accordiitg 
to Ihe F\-deral Home Loan 
Bank Board. Adjustable 
rale mortgages, how¬ 
ever, edged higher from 
8.50 percent in July to 
8.53 percent. Both rates 
were lower than they 
were a year ago, when 
fixed mortgages were at 
10.60 percent and ad¬ 
justable mortgage rates 
were at 9.36 percent. 

The unsold inventory 
index, which measures the 
time it would take for all 
listed homes to sell at the 
current sales rate, rose 
to 5.6 months in August 
after reaching an all - time 
low of 5.0 months in July. 
The August result was 
still well below the level 
of last August, when the 
index was a 7.1 months. 

Los Angeles - area 
home sales for August 
declined by 12.7 percent 
but were up 9.6 percent 
over last year. Median 
home prices in the re¬ 
gion were up 1.9 percent 
in August to $145,993.

This identification pro¬ 
cess makes items more 
easily identifiable if 
stolen. The police 
department makes an 
engraving tool available 
on loan for residents to 
mark property.

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Perioff disagrees with 
redesign of parking lot 


London trip open to PCC students 


Sam Perioff, who owns 
two of the properties in¬ 
volved in the possible 
facelifting of the Mari¬ 
posa parking lot, told 
W’illdan Associates, 
“People don’t come to 
an area because of at¬ 
tractiveness. They come 
because of what they 
plan to buy . . . I’m 
not leasing 10,000 feet 
of rental and I’ve been 
here since 1939. If a new 
council comes in and 
changes this idea, the 
lease is up in the air. 

1 won’t give up my auto¬ 
nomy of property.” 

Willdan Associates are 
the engineers and plan¬ 
ners hired by Sierra 
Madre Community Re¬ 
development Agency to 
design the Mariposa 
parking lot and plan ped¬ 
estrian redevelopment of 
the area on the south side 
of Sierra Madre Blvd. 
Thursday evening’s meet¬ 
ing was with Willdan and 
property owners of that 
area. 

In his presentation. 
Project Manager of Phase 
1, Albert V. Warot had 
said, “Without you (the 
property owners), there 
is no project. Your ob¬ 
jectives are reali?ed.’' 

He stated that there 
would be two phases: 
Phase 1, winch would 
last four months. In this 
phase they would gather 
information, prepare de¬ 
sign concepts, select a 
preferred concept and 
negotiate owner partici¬ 
pation. 

In Phase 2, lasting nine 
months, they would pre¬ 
pare plans, coordinate 
bid process and contrac¬ 


tor selection, manage 
construction, certify the 
project completion and 
provide as-built draw¬ 
ings. Michael Meyers, 
who was also present, 
world represent Willdan 
as project manager of 
Phase 2. 

Warot pointed out to 
Perioff that Federal 
Community Block Grants 
were available. “We do 
not expect improvements 
to be made without as¬ 
sistance. There are cer¬ 
tain businesses that would 
find it of no advantage 
for a rear entrance. In 
revitalizing the area. . . . 
the parking alone is not 
the panacea.” 

Meyers added, “We 
intend to improve the 
parking, lighting, gra¬ 
ding, rear access with fi¬ 
nancial assistance and 
carrying out CRA pro¬ 
jects.” 

Perioff said, “I hon¬ 
estly feel that the money 
the city has could be 
spent elsewhere. Look at 
the back of my store. 
(He pointed to the 
aerial shot of the park¬ 
ing lot that was on dis¬ 
play at the meeting.)

Another asked, “Will 
there be a change in zo¬ 
ning?” The answer was, 
“Not much.” 


City Administrator Jim 
McRea said, “The real 
intent is to bring retail 
(trade) back. Good park¬ 
ing will increase rental 
rates . . . The council 
wants to attract resale. 
(Perhaps) we need a nice 
promenade in back where 
people walk, everyone 
gets exposure.” 

Perioff countered, 
“There isn’t an investor 
who’d build today it he 
built in Sierra Madre. 
He’d have to raise the 
rent to $2 a square foot. 
Let’s be practical . . . 
1 won’t enter into a 
lease. I’m not willing to 
give up my autonomy.” 

Willdan representative 
Warot said, “Owner 
pa r I i c i pa t i on ag reeme n t s 
are a possibility.” 

Mary Marik said. “We 
need safe access to the 
remainder of the district. 
Just to get to that area 
is not worth it. We need 
easy and safe access to 
reach the business dis¬ 
trict on the north side.” 

Warot suggested an 
overhead pergola or ped¬ 
estrian islands or per¬ 
haps a textured walk¬ 
way. 

Marik nodded, “1 think 
it’s critical to treat the 
whole business district as 
one whole mall.” 

At this point, the meet¬ 
ing broke up and those 
present await the next 
phase which will be re¬ 
ported in The New s.
